ROME, Oct. 14.—(4)—Cosmie rays 
—hbeams from a region far beyond the 
sun and stars—are changing and will 
continue to change the world’s. ideas 
on the origin and destiny of the uni- 
verse, Professor Robert A. Millikan, 
American physicist, said here today. 

After describing recent discoveries 
in the power and origin of cosmic 


meeting here, he intimated that the 


idea of a compact little universe con- 


sisting of a sun in the center and 
planets moving serenely around it was 
due for a rude jolt. 

Experiments conducted this summer 
and described to the physicists today, 
he said, showed tha: cosmic rays come 
from a point hundreds of millions of 
miles beyond the sun and visible stars, 
and had nothing to do with either. 

Furthermore the energy of cosmic 
rays, he said, is equal to if not great- 
er than all other radiant energies com- 
bined, including’ those of the sun. 
This irenenness energy—eone cosmic 
ray is of 786,000,000-volt electrons—

Cosmic rays originate, Dr. Millikan 
said, in the building up of atoms from

DR. LELAND OPHOLDS 
TAK ON INTANGBBLES 


Simepr E. Leland,  nationally- 
known tax authority and member of 
the University of Chicago faeulty, 
voiced his approval of the state tax 
measure for classification of 


this fall, im an address at the At- 
lanta Real Estate Board’s luncheon 
Wednesday. 

“Property owners need expect no 
‘big or immediate relief from taxes 
by the proposed reform or any other 
reform,” the Chicago expert, who is 
here to address the National Tax As- 
sociation’S convention. ‘However, it 
would be a step in the right direction 
and open the door for modernization 
of the present antiquated tax syS- 
tem,” Dr. Eeland explained. 

“I believe that. real estate owners 
are unduly burdened, but there is 
no single relief and the road to tax 
reform is long and hard,” the ex- 
pert stated. “As far as taxation of 
intangibles goes, you are not getting 

any revenue from. it now, so if in- 
tangibles were taxed’ at a lower rate 
as proposed in the classification bill, 
you would have gained just that much 
more,” 

He added that no tax reforms 
would take the place of careful ad~ 
ministration in governmental offices 
for ‘relieving the tax burden. “To 
think of the fact that Georgia main- 
tains 161 mostly impoverished coun- 
ties is a disgtace,” he said. Unnec- 
essary units of government should be 
eliminated, 
should be perfect 
tax as a means of obtaining revenue 
should be extended, and the idea that 
the individual directly, and not ifdi- 
rectly“through general property taxes, 
should support the government, ought 
to be propagated, Dr. Leland stated.

Billion-Dollar Construction 
Program Favored by U. S. 
Roads Body. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 14.— 
(P)—Congress was called upon by the 
United States Good Roads Associa- 
tion today to appropriate one bil- 
lion dollars for highway construction 
as an unemployment relief measure 
and to increase federal aid allotments 
for building public roads in the sev- 
eral states. 


The association addressed resolu- 
tions to congress and President Hoo- 
ver, one of which called for the bil- 
lion-dollar appropriation to be dis- 
tributed according to the population 
and in ratio to the several states, 
“without any demand or requirements 
of reciprocation on the part of the 
states.” 

Senator John H. Bankhead, Ala- 
bama, and Congressman James E. 
Rankin, Mississippi, in addressing the 
convention today declared themselves 
in favor of larger federal appropria- 
tions for interstate highways without 
requiring the state to match the funds. 

The nineteenth annual convention 
of the association, which met jointly 
with the Bankhead National Highway 
Association this year, adjourned today 
after re-electing Colonel T. L. Kirk- 
patrick, Charlotte, N. C., president, 
and J. A. Rountree, Birmingham, di- 
rector general. Former Governor 
William W. Brandon, of Alabama, 
was named first vice president. 

Selection of a 1932 convention city 
was left in the hands of the execu- 
tive committe, composed of Colonel 
Kirkpatrick, Mr. Rountree, W. H. 
Cantrell, Hamilton, Ala., and John H.

HIGH'S STREET FLOOR’ 
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COMIC OPERA IN LOUISIANA. 

Louisiana politics, increasingly 
turbulent with the growth in power 
of Huey Long, has again boiled 
over and a comic opera situation 
now exists which would do credit 
to the excitable Latin American peo- 
ples to the south of us. 

With the scene laid in Baton 
Rouge, the principals of the cast in- 
flude two senators, two governors 
and two lieutenant governors, with 
a full supporting cast of lesser of- 
ficials and political leaders, and a 
numerous and bedecked chorus con- 
Sisting of militia, state and local 
police. 

The capitol and the governor’s 
mansion now occupy the center of 


the stage but soon the scene will be | 


shifted to the courts, which will be 
called on to decide whether Long is 
governor or senator, or both, 
whether Cyr is lieutenant govenor 
or governor, or whether Alvin King 
is lieutenant governor or just a Lou- 
isiana state senator. 

Behind the opera bouffe effect of 
the situation which was developed 
with such dramatic suddenness fol- 
lowing the unexpected taking of the 
oath of office as governor by Lieu- 
tenant Governor Cyr, is a show- 
down between the two _ political 
titans of Louisiana, once allies but 
who for the past two years have 
been bitter enemies. 

Although bitterly attacked during 
his entire political career, Long has 
been able to defeat every rival 
leader or faction which has vied 
with him for supremacy. Cyr, while 
not as successful as Long, has a 
following which makes up for its 
lack of numerical strength by its 
intensity of feeling. 

They are men of strikingly op- 
posite characteristics. Long is 
bizarre, impetuous and seemingly 
cares not a whit for the violation 
of social or official amenities which 
may prove a nuisance to him. On 
the other hand, Cyr, with Cajun 
blood in his veins, has a background 
of the best aristocratic—and fight- 
ing—traditions of the old south. 

Whatever the outcome of the 
present contest is, it is certain that 
so long as these flaming apostles 
continue their public careers, there 
will be few peaceful moments in 
the political arena of Louisiana.

The country has few greater pub- 
lic assets than its thousands of 
splendid institutions for the care of 
the sick and suffering. The actual 
investment in hospitals is over 
$4,000,000,000 but their greatest 
value lies not simply in land, build- 
ings and equipment. Their chief 
return to the public is in the hours 
of invaluable time saved to com- 
merce and industry. 

Hospital standardization was put 
into effect in 1918 with the first 
annual survey by the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons. 
average death rate in approved hos- 


through the elimination of ineffi- 
cient surgery, careless nursing and 
poor management. 

An approved hospital of 200 beds 


| will annually care for approximate- 


ly 5,000 patients, so that a saving 
of only 10 per cent would mean the 
prolonging of 500 lives. Actuarians 
estimate the value of a human life 
at $5,000, so that the net return 
to. a community from only one such 
institution, in the single items of 
lives saved, would reach $2,500,000. 

Under the improved hospital con- 
ditions the average time that pa- 
tients stay in hospitals has also been 


reduced by half. Where 15 years 
ago an appendicitis patient had to 
spend four weeks or more in a hos- 
pital, now the average is only ten 
days. It is not difficult to picture 
the gain from such shortening of 
the hours necessary to be spent in 
hospitals in the saving to industry, 
the resultant increase in family in- 
comes and the decrease of hospital 
costs. 


THE BIG JOB CALLS US. 

The people of Georgia are in no 
desperate economic condition. The 
whole country is feeling more or 
less distressful effects of the uni- 
versal trade depression that has 
enveloped the nations and America 
has had to take pot luck with the 
rest. Here in the United States the 
effects of the stagnation have been 
more acute in some industrial and 
congested areas than in others. None 
have wholly escaped. 

Recent surveys and expositions, 
however, have shown that when we 
reduce our Georgia equation to that 
of subsistence terms, we are as well 
off, perhaps, as the people in any 
other state of the Union. We are 
not going about waving sheaves of 
gold-back bills in our fingers, it is 
true, but our commercial reports 
show that we are living right now 
more nearly on a “cash and carry” 
basis than we have been for many 
years past. We have curtailed our 
buying habits very drastically — 
perhaps more so than was wise be- 
cause restricting our transactions 
with each other to a level where 
both sellers and buyers have suf- 
fered hurts. That was safety, in a 
sense, even if overcautious. 

Now, when we know that we are 
on bedrock and our welfare de- 
pends upon our reviving our confi- 
dence in the soundness of our con- 
ditions, in our ability to live on our 
visible and tangible resources, that 
we Georgians are as well fed and as 
well clothed as any of our fellow 
Americans, and that no wholesale 
bankruptcy threatens us in any of 
the phases of our economic life, we 
ought to shake off our “watchful 
waiting” attitudes and put our 
brains and resources actively on the 
job of proving to the world that “‘it 
is great to be a Georgian!”

LEAGUE WILL INVITE 
U. S. TO NEGOTIATIONS 
GENEVA, Switzerland, Oct. 14.— 


(P)—The League of Nations council, 
operating from the hotel sitting room 
of Aristide Briand, decided today to 
invite the United States to partici- 
pate in its attempts to bring about a 
peaceful settlement of the Sino-Japa- 
nese controversy in Manchuria. 

Japan’s representative objected to 
the plan of asking American help, 
and the council agreed to await,an 
official statement from the ‘Tokyo 
government in the hope that this op- 
position would be withdrawn. 

The formal invitation to the Amer- 
ican government to send « represen- 
tative to sit at the council table there- 
fore was withheld tonight pending au- 
thoritative word from Japan, whose 
troops now occupy strategic points in 
Manchuria. 

While official information was lack- 
ing, it was understoc ! from excellent 
sources that Prentiss B. Gilbert, 
United States consul-general at Ge- 
neva, has been authorized upon re- 
ceipt of the ouncil’s unanimous in- 
vitation to take his place at the 
league's executive table in a consulta- 
tive capacity. 

Members of the council have detided 
the United States invitation would be 
based on the Briand-Kellogg pact, 
the co-authors of which are the coun- 
cil’s president and Frank B,.

THE SPECIALIST PROBLEM. 

In a pipe organ factory I saw a 
master workman roll a long slender 
metal strip into a tube, for one of 
the high violin notes, and then with 
a gingle sweep of his iron solder the 
eet from one end to the other. It 
ooked downright simple, mere child’s 
play. The workman told me he had 
served some 13 years as apprentice 
before he had mastered his trade. 

What American medicine sorely 
needs today is a revival of the old cus- 
tom of apprenticeship. Every medical 
student should be apprenticed to a 
practicing physician—not a_special- 
ist, but a general practitioner, a fam- 
ily doctor, for at least a year before 
he is permitted to graduate from med- 
ical school. Every doctor should be 
compelled to serve at least five years, 
better 10 years, in private general 

ractice before he is permitted to 
old himself out as a specialist. If 
some such sane system were adopted 
in place of the crazy highbrow top- 
heavy educational system at present 
in vogue in this country, the people 
would receive far better medical serv- 
ice than is now available. 

There is something inspiring in 
watching an artist work. I have just 
returned from a visit to an artist in 
diathermy. He is extirpating the ton- 
sils of a member of my family. I 
gleaned from the sitting these facts 
about the diathermy extirpation of 
tonsils: 

1. The instrument or electrode or 
applicator itself never becomes even 
warm, but always remains cool. Thus 
electro-coagulation is not “burning.” 

2. The heat is generated in the tis- 
sues treated, from their resistance to 
the passage of the current. 

%. Electro-surgery’ is suitable for 
malignant (cancerous) and tubercu- 
lous tonsils which are otherwise in- 
operable. 

4. Obstinate mycotie infections re- 


!}spond readily to this new method. 


5. It is the method of choice for 
the aged, debilitated, hemophiliac 
(bleeder), and for all adults handi- 
capped by chronic heart, kidney or 
other complications which render sur- 
gical tonsillectomy unavailable or un- 
advisable. 

6. With proper technic diathermy 
extirpation of the tonsils is bloodless, 
and the discomfort to patient is never 
sufficient to interfere with regular 
meals. _ 

7. With a minimum of five treat- 
ments to each tonsil alternating at in- 
tervals of a week, a perfect tonsillec- 
tomy may be done with this method. 

I saw this artist treat hypertrophic 
turbinates in the nose with diathermy, 
and the method reduces such hyper- 
trophies or thickenings without sac- 
rificing useful functional structures or 
tissues, 

I saw him treat nasal sinuses with 
the same method, and when employed 
early in these troublesome cases of 
Sinusitis it averts more radical sur- 
gical interference. 

I saw him clear up tabs, cicatrices 
and portions of tonsils which had been 
left in the throat after surgical ton- 
sillectomy, The new method is prov- 
ing more effective for clearing up 
these tags after radical surgical re- 
moval of the tonsils than is a second 
surgical attack, probable because the 
operator can see more accurately what 
he is doing, in a bloodless field. 

I return from this visit to an artist 
with a new pride in modern medicine, 
and more firmly convinced than ever 
before that surgical tonsillectomy is a 
brutal procedure of which the profes- 
sion might well feel ashamed today.

_The gambling house in which Peno- 
vich served as manager has been re- 
ferred to many times during the trial.

The first witness to tell of Capone's 
ill luck in “picking the winner” was 
Milton Held, a bookmaker in Chicago 
for 20 years. 

“Al lost between $8,000 and $10,- 
000 betting with me on the races in 
1924,” Held testified. “In 1925 he 
lost about $12,000. He usually bet 
from $200 to $500 on a race and he 
paid his losses in $100 or $500 bills.” 

Capone’s biggest losses were re- 
counted by Oscar Gutter, a huneh- 
back “bookie” who said “Al dropped 
about $60,000 to me in 1927.” 

Gutter explained he limited his 
clientele to “sportsmen who could 
make big bets, no pikers, you see.’ 
Gutter explained he considered a per- 
son making “a small bet like ‘ 
to he to some extent a “piker.” 

Capone's bets always were at least 
$1,000, Gutter said, and sometimes he 
would bet $6,000 on a horse—$3, 
to win and $3,000 to place. His sys- 
tem was to make the wagers by tele- 
phone. ; :

GERMANY 1S DISCUSSED 
AT: TRADE CLUB MEET 


Loving Cup Presented to 
Thornton Douglas, Retir- © 
ing Treasurer. 


At the monthly meeting of the For- 
eign Trade Club Wednesday in the 
Athletic Club, Julian Harris, news 
director of The Constitution, gave the 
members and guests his view of con- 
ditions in Germany. 

Before Mr. Harris spoke, a short 
but vigorous talk on the need and 


made by Junius 8S. Roberts, of the 
Retail. Credit Company. What he 
said was to the point, and the picture 
he drew of the need of the fund and 
its handling was warmly received. 

Following Mr. Roberts’ talk John 
Ashley Jones called attention to the 
fact that Thornton G. Douglas, treas- 
urer of the Foreign Trade Club, had 
resigned because he is leaving Atlan- 
ta. Mr. Jones read resolutions of 
The 
resolutions had been framed and were 
presented to Mr. Douglas along with 
a handsome loving cup. Mr. Jones 
spoke feelingly of the regret of the 
club at the loss of Mr. Douglas and 
praised .his excellent work as treas- 
urer. When Mr. Douglas became 
treasurer there was a deficit which 
he changed into a substantial surplus. 

Distorted Picture of Germany. 

In his talk on conditions in Ger- 
many, Mr. Harris stated that unless 
all nations sought to get at basic 
facts and writers showed an attempt 
to rid themselves of preconceived ideas 
there would be no hope for a solution 
of the problem; that while he had long 
ceased to believe the sole war guilt 
rested on Germany, he had at first 
felt the Germans were indulging in 
a certain amount of play-acting in 
the matter of their financial troubles. 
He was glad to say his views on that 
point had changed. 

Mr. Harris spoke first of the re- 
cent article on Germany by Garet 
Garrett, which appeared in the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, a periodical that 
has a splendid record of fairness. He 
referred to Mr. Garrett’s article as 
written in a spirit of bitterness and 
replete with half-truths. 

Among other statements in the ar- 
ticle, Mr. Harris quoted as an ex- 
ample of obvious unfairness the ac- 
eompanying paragraph which follows 
Mr. Garrett’s reference to the num- 
ber of. political parties in Germany 
and their constant disagreements : 

“As you look on this ill-natured, 
monotonous eddy of grumbling dis- 
agreement, their whole political-mind- 
edness revolving apparently in turgid 
innocence of the realities, you will 
say it is hopeless, worse than drift- 
ing. How can there be a sense of di- 
rection among them? But when you 
look at what lies behind them in the 
last ten years and what they have 
done with their advantages against 
the world, you can almost imagine 
that a Machiavellian intelligence has 
been guiding them.” 

Mr. Harris asserted that Mr. Gar- 
rett did not attempt any explanation 
of the many political parties in Ger- 
many or point out, as a fair-minded 
economist should, that the numerous 
political parties in that country grow 
out of the very essence of the psychol- 
ogy of the Getmanic people and are 
not the result of a post-war spirit of 
quarrelsomeness. or intrigue. 

Quotes Walter Lippmann. 

Reference was made by the speak- 
er to the severe adverse criticism lev- 
eled against Mr. Garrett’s article by 
Walter Lippmann, whose reputation 
for just appraisal and intelligent dis- 
ecnssion is everywhere recognized. 
Writing in: the New York Herald 
Tribune, Mr. Lippmann asserted Mr. 
Garrett’s article was “an elaborate 
innuendo that Germany has brought 
herself to the verge of bankruptcy to 
escape paying reparations.” And Mr. 
Lippmann adds: “It is a pity that 
so powerful a journal as the Satur- 
day Evening Post and so popular a 
writer as Mr. Garrett should aft a 
time like this find themselves willing 
to confuse the mind and poison the 
understanding of a nation.” 

“Surely,” said Mr. Harris, “this 
is a terrible indictment to draw 
against a writer and a publication, 
when what the world needs is more 
straight thinking, more fairness in 
discussion, and more human under- 
standing of the problems of each and 
every nation.” He then quoted, “as 
heing precisely the antithesis of Mr. 
Garrett's unjust article,” the follow- 
ing statement made about ten days 
aco by Benjamin M. Anderson .Jr., 
Ph. D., economist of the Chase Na- 
tional bank: “Germany has been 
charged with financial recklessness 
ahd even with financial bad faith. I 
do not believe those charges are just. 
I do not believe Germany has been 
financially reckless or that she has 
shown financial bad faith, and I be- 
lieve her futnre is perfectly manage- 
able if she receives the necessary con- 
sideration in the matter of repara- 
tions.” 

Mr. Harris also gave figures on 
the money and materials and terri- 
tory which Germany delivered to the 
allies in the years from the Armistice 
to the date of the Dawes plan, Septem- 
ber 1, 1924, and sketched conditions 
in the Polish Corridor and Upper Si- 
lesia,. 

“Lf the ancient system of alliances 
and secret diplomacy is to continue, 
then France is well within her rights 
in her efforts to surrosnd—Germany 
with a wall of bayonets,” said Mr. 
Harris. “But if conditions are to 
change—and I believe they must if 
our present civilization is to survive 
—then France is making precisely the 
moves that block international under- 
standing and good will.” 

At the conclusion of his talk he 
was asked a number of questions con- 
cerning the impressions made on him 
by Germany and the German people.

Helpful co-operation has at last de- 
veloped to lead the Georgia farmer 
out of the wilderrfess of tax burdens, 
debts and economic distress, accord- 
ing to statements from two prominent 
farm conditions experts Wednesday. 
The expressed confidence followed 
close behind the agreement reached in 
New Orledns to withhold 7,000,000 
bales of cotton from the market, 

J. E. Conwell, general manager of 
Georgia Cotton Growers’ Association, 
and Charles H. Alvord, regional rep- 
resentative of the federal farm board, 
both expressed t#emselves as seeing 
an end of southern attacks on the 
farm board. 

The agreement to hold the 7,000,- 
000 bales was a result of a meet- 
ing of bankers and cotton, co-opera- 
tive and farm board members when 
a program for holding the cotton was 
worked out. 

Mr. Alvord was in Atlanta Wed- 
nesday to visit Mr. Conwell and the 
two discissed the former's confer- 
ence with the director of extension 
and vocational agriculture at the State 
College of Agriculture in Athens, 

“Georgia has accomplished much in 
‘safe’ farming,” Mr. Alvord told Mr. 
Conwell, adding that this state has 
shown more progress than any other 
in a “live at home” program. 

“But the fact remains that the: tax 
burden on southern farmers must be 
reduced,” he said. 

Mr. Conwell was particularly en- 
thusiastic about the result of the 
New Orleans meeting which, he said, 
would certainly end criticism of the 
farm _ board. 

“Nathan Adams, Dallas banker, ex- 
pressed thé-new attitude,” said Mr. 
Conwell, “when, as chairman, he 
opened the conference with the state-

Henry Stevens Outlines 7- 
Point Program of 
Action. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 14.—()— 
Henry L. Stevens Jr., national com- 
mander of the American Legion, ad- 
vanced seven suggestions for relief 
of the unemployment situation in an 
address here today. 

The suggestions of the national 
Legion commander follow: 

“1. That the 11,000 posts of the 
American Legion immediately contact 
existing agencies in their own com- 
munities, and if no proper agency ex- 
ists, join with other elements of the 
community to establish an agency for 
the proper registration and place- 
ment of the unemployed. 

“2. Prevent migration. Adversity 
is alleviated and overcome in one’s 
home town rather in strange or for- 
eign surroundings. 

“3. ‘Make work.’ Wherever possi- 
ble create work instead of direct re- 
lief to hold up the morale and cour- 
age and pride of our people. 

“4. Create public sertiment that 
will release to the building stage pub- 
lic improvements of federal, state and 
local character to the end that more 
work will be available for the unem- 
ployed and as far as possible hire 
workers in their own communities. 

“5. It was the consensus of the 
Washington conference that we rec- 
ommend to the posts that they urge 
their own communities to assume as 
far as possible the problem that is 
local and county and state likewise. 

“6. We recommend - to employers
